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THE MINT IN THE TOWER 


The First Coinage of Gold in England 
Based on John Stow’s Survey of London — 1598

A Paper Presented Before the 1951 A.N.A. Convention 


It is well known that there have been collectors since the time the 
first man put away nuts for the winter. Next came collectors of the 
pack-rat type who stored away things not directly connected with their 
health or material welfare. 

John Stow, of London, was one of the latter and although he was 
a book and manuscript collector, his greatest contribution to the modern 
historian is found in the minutae concerning men and places, buildings 
and monuments, and customs and events, which he recorded for pos- 
terity. He was concerned not alone with the day in which he lived, but 
with the entire past history of everything in England, and had he lived 
twice as long he would have had notes on every person who ever came 
into public notice in that country. 

He was born in the 17th year of Henry the Eighth, about 1525, and 
began his historical research in 1560. In 40 years he amassed enough 
information to fill a library. His intention had been to publish a monu- 
mental history to be called the Chronicles of England. 

In 1562 he published a Summary of the Chronicles — a brief outline 
of what was to be the final masterpiece. A second edition was printed 
in 1573. In that same year Raphael Hollingshed published a voluminous 
Chronicle of Britain which forestalled Stow’s history. Eventually in 1600 
he published the “Annals” which was the “Summary” greatly enlarged, 
but the “Annals” said John Strype, were only an abstract of the work 
which he had prepared himself to publish. 

Meanwhile a second work had been in the making and in 1598 he 
brought out the “Survey of London, etc.” This was well received and 
a second edition came out in 1603. Soon after this Stow was forced to 
take to his bed. He had spent all of his estate in gathering material, and 
had existed at the last on alms received in the public streets having been 
granted a charter to beg by the ruler of England. 

In 1605 John Stow passed away but his Survey persisted and 
Anthony Monday, not well spoken of by John Strype, acquired it and 
published a third edition in 1618. In 1633 Monday and some others made 
further additions to the Survey and published the fourth edition. 

Although the individuals who put this great work together could 
not live on and on, it became apparent that the “Survey” was able to 
do just that for in 1720 a greatly enlarged edition, the fifth, was pub- 
lished by John Strype, A.M. In every case the new edition was brought 
up to date by additions and enlargements, and in every case the marginal 
notes and inscriptions which assist the reader in finding what he is 
looking for, included the initials of the man responsible for the state- 
ments. Thus in the sixth edition of 1755 the reader is able to find the 
writings of John Stow in his first edition of 1598. 
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John Stow’s story of the first coinage of gold in England and the 
first coinage of gold in the Tower is quoted below: 

“In the Year 1344, King Edward the Third in the 18th Year of his 
Reign, commanded Florences of Gold to be made, and coined in the Tower; 
that is to say, a Penny Piece of the Value of six Shillings and eight Pence; 
the Half-penny Piece of the Value of three Shillings and four Pence; and 
a Farthing Piece worth twenty Pence; Perceval de Porta of Lucca, being 
then Master of the Coin. And this is the first Coining of Gold in the Tower, 
whereof I have read; and also the first Coinage of Gold in England. 

. I find, that, in Times before passed, all great Sums were paid by 
Weight of Gold or Silver; as so many Pounds or Marks of Silver, or so 
many Pounds or Marks of Gold, cut into blanks, and not stamped, as I 
could prove by many good Authorities, which I overpass. The smaller Sums 
also were paid in Sterlings, which were Pence so called; for other coins 
they had none. 

“The Antiquity of this Sterling Penny usually in this Realm, is from 
the Reign of Henry the Second; notwithstanding the Saxon Coins, before 
the Conquest, were Pence of fine Silver, the full Weight, and somewhat 
better than the latter Sterlings, as I have tried by Conference of the Pence 
of Burghrede King of Mercia, Aelfred, Edward and Ethelred, Kings of the 
West Saxons, Plegmond Archbishop of Canterbury, and others. 

“William the Conqueror’s Penny also was fine Silver, of the Weight of 
the Easterling, and had on the one Side stamped an armed Head, with a 
beardless Face, for the Normans wear no Beards, with a Scepter in his 
Hand. The Inscription on the Circumference was this, Le Rei Wilam. On 
the other Side, a Cross double to the Ring, between four Rowels of six 
Points. / 

“King Henry the first’s Penny was of the like Weight, Fineness, Form 
of Face, Cross, etc. 

“This Henry, in the eighth Year of his Reign, ordained the Penny, 
which was round, so to be quartered by the Cross, that they might easily 
be broken into Half-pence and Farthings. 

“In the first, Second, Third, Fourth, and Fifth of King Richard the 
first’s Reign, and afterwards, I find commonly Easterling Money mentioned, 
and yet oftentimes the same is called Argent, as afore, and not otherwise. 

“The first great Sum that I read of to be paid in Easterlings, was in 
the Fifth of Richard the First, when Robert Earl of Leicester, being 
Prisoner in France, proffered for his Ransom a Thousand Marks Easter- 
lings, notwithstanding the Easterling Pence were long before. 

“The Weight of the Easterling Penny may appear by divers Statutes, 
namely of Weights and Measures, made in the 51st Year of Henry the 
Third, in the Words, ‘Thirty-two Grains of Wheat, dry and round, taken 
in the midst of the Ear, should be the Weight of a Sterling Penny; twenty 
of those Pence should weigh one Ounce; twelve Ounces a Pound Troy. . . .’ 
Norwithstanding which Statute, I find, in the Eighth of Edward the First, 
Gregory Rokesley, Mayor of London, being chief Master or Minister of the 
King’s Exchange or Mints, a new Coin being then appointed, the Pound of 
Easterling Money should contain, as afore, twelve Ounces; to wit, fine 
Silver, such as was then made into Foil, and was commonly called Silver 
of Gutheron’s Lane; eleven Ounces, two Easterlings, and one Ferling or 
Farthing, and the other seventeen Pence half-penny Farthing to be Lay 
(Alloy). Also the Pound of Money ought to weigh twenty Shillings three 
Pence by Account. So that no Pound ought to be over twenty Shillings 
four Pence, nor less than twenty Shillings two Pence by Account; the 
Ounce to weigh twenty Pence, the Penny-weight twenty-four grains: 
Which twenty-four, by Weight then appointed, were as much as the 
former thirty-two Grains of Wheat; a Penny Force twenty-five Grains and 
an half; the Penny Deble, or Feeble twenty-two Grains and an half, etc. 

“Now for the Penny Easterling, how it took that Name, I think good 
briefly to touch. It hath been said, that Numa Pompilius, the second King 
of the Romans, commanded Money first to be made; of whose name they 
were called Numi. And, when Copper Pence, Silver Pence, and Gold Pence 
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were made, because every Silver Pence was worth ten Copper Pence, and 
every Gold Penny worth ten Silver Pence, the Pence were therefore called, 
in Latin, Denarii. And oftentimes the Pence are named of the Matter and 
Stuff of Gold and Silver. But the Money of England was called of the 
Workers and Makers thereof; as the Florence of Gold is called of the 
Florentines that were the Workers thereof; and so the Easterling Pence 
took their Name of the Easterlings which did first make this Money in 
England, in the Reign of Henry II. 

“Thus I have set down, according to my small Reading in Antiquity, 
these Money Matters; omitting the Imaginations of late Writers, of whom 
some have said, Easterling Money takes that Name of a Star stamped in 
the Border or Ring of the Penny; some others, of a Bird, called a Star or 
Sterling, stamped in the Circumference; and others, most unlikely, of 
being coined at Strivelin or Starling, a Town in Scotland, etc. 

“Now concerning Half-pence and Farthings: the Account of which 
being more subtile than the Pence, I need not speak of them more, than 
that they were only made in the Exchange at London, and no where else; 
First, appointed to be made by Edward I, in the Eighth of his Reign; and 
also at the same Time the said King’s Coin was some few Groats of Silver, 
but they were not usual. The King’s Exchange at London was near the 
Cathedral Church of St. Paul, and is to this Day commonly called the Old 
Change; but in Evidences, the Old Exchange. 

“The King’s Exchanger, in this Place, was to deliver out to every other 
Exchanger throughout England, or other the King’s Dominions, their 
Coining Irons; that is to say, one Standard or Staple, and two Trussels or 
Punchions. And when the same were spent and worn, to receive them 
with an Account what Sum had been coined, and also their Pix, or Box 
of Assay, and to deliver other Irons new graven, etc. I find that in the 
9th of King John, there were, besides the Mint at London, other Mints at 
Winchester, Exeter, Chichester, Canterbury, Rochester, Ipswich, Norwich, 
Lynne, Lincoln, York, Carlisle, Northampton, Oxford, St. Edmondsbury and 
Durham. The Exchanger, Examiner, and Trier, buyeth the Silver for 
Coinage; answering for every hundred Pounds of Silver, bought in Bullion, 
or otherwise, 98 1. 15 s. for he taketh 25 s. for coinage. 

“King Edward I, in the 27th of his Reign, held a Parliament at Stebun- 
heth, in the House of Henry Waleis, Mayor of London, wherein amongst 
other Things there handled, the Transporting of Sterling Money was 
forbidden. 

“In the Year 1351, William Edington, Bishop of Winchester, and Treas- 
urer of England, a wise Man, but loving the King’s Commodity more than 
the Wealth of the Realm and common People, saith my Author, ‘Caused a 
new Coin, called a Groat, and a half Groat, to be coined and stamped; the 
Groat to be taken for four d. and the half Groat for 2 d. not containing 
in Weight according to the Pence called Easterlings, but much less, to wit, 
by 5 s. in the Pound; by reason wherof Victuals and Merchadizes became 
dearer through the whole Realm.’ 

“About the same Time also the old Coin of Gold was changed into a 
new; but the old Florence or Noble, then so called, was worth much above 
the taxed Rate of the new. And therefore the Merchants ingrossed up the 
old, and conveyed them out of the Realm, to the great Loss of the King- 
dom; Wherefore a Remedy was provided by changing of the Stamp. 

“In the Year 1411, King Henry IV. caused a new Coin of Nobles to be 
made of less Value than the old by 4 d. in the Noble, so that 50 Nobles 
should be a Pound Troy Weight. 

“In the Year 1421, was granted to Henry V. a Fifteenth to be paid at 
Candlemas, and at Martinmas, of such Money as was then current Gold, 
or Silver, not over-much clipped or washed; to wit, that if the Noble were 
worth 5 s. 8 d. then the King should take it for a full Noble of 6 s. 8 d. 
and if it were less of Value than 5 s. 8 d. then the Person, paying that 
Gold, to make it good to the value of 5 s. 8 d. the King always receiving 
it for a whole Noble of 6 s. 8 d. and if the Noble so paid were better than 
5 s. 8 d. the King to pay again the Surplusage, that it was better than 
5 s. 8 d. Also this year was such scarcity of white Money, that though a 
Noble were so good of Gold and Weight, as 6 s. 8 d. Men could get no 
white Money for them. 
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“In the Year 1465, King Edward IV. caused a new Coin both of Gold 
and Silver to be made, whereby he gained much. For he made of an old 
Noble a Royal, which he commanded to go for 10 s. Nevertheless to the 
same Royal was put 8 d. of Allay, and so weighed the more, being smitten 
with a new Stamp, to wit, a Rose. He likewise made half Angels of 5 s. 
and Farthings of 2 s. 6 d. Angelets of 6 s. 8 d. and half Angels [sic] of 
3 s. 4 d. He made Silver Money of three Pence, a Groat, and so of other 
Coins after that Rate, to the great Harm of the Commons. 

“William Lord Hastings, the King’s Chamberlain, being Master of the 
King’s Mints, saith the Record, undertook to make the Monnies under the 
Form following; to wit, of Gold a piece of 8 s. 4 d. Sterling, which should 
be called a Noble of Gold. Of the which there should be fifty such Pieces 
in the Pound Weight of the Tower. Another Piece of Gold, 4 s. 2 d. of 
Sterlings, and to be of them an hundred such Pieces in the Pound. And 
a third Piece of Gold, 2 s. 1 d. Sterling. Two hundred Pieces in the Pound, 
every Pound Weight of the Tower to be worth 20 f. 16 s. 8 d. of Sterlings. 
The which should be 23 Caracts, 3 Grains, and half 5, etc. and for Silver 
37 s. 6 d. of Sterlings. The Piece of 4 Pence to be 112 Groats, and two 
Pence in the Pound Weight. 

“In the Year 1504, King Henry VII, appointed a new Coin; to wit, a 
Groat, and half a Groat, which fare but half Faces. The same Time also 
was coined a Groat, which was in Value 12 d. but of these but a few after 
the Rate of forty Pence the Ounce. 

“In the Year 1526, the 18th of Henry VIII, the Angel Noble, being 
then the sixth Part of an Ounce Troy; so that six Angels were just an 
Ounce, which was 40 s. Sterling, and the Angel was also worth two Ounces 
of Silver; so that six Angels were worth twelve Ounces of Silver, which 
was 40 s. A Proclamation was made on the 6th of September, that the 
Angel should go for 7 s. 4 d. the Royal for 11 s. and the Crown for 4 s. 4 d. 
And on the 5th of November following, again by Proclamation, the Angel 
was enhanced to 7 s. 6 d. and so every Ounce of Gold to be 45 s. and the 
Ounce of Silver to be 3 s. 9 d. in Value. 

“In the Year 1544, the 35th of Henry VIII, on the 16th of May, Procla- 
mation was made for the enhancing of Gold to 48 s. and Silver to 4 s. the 
Ounce. Also the King caused to be coined base Monies (called Testons) 
to wit, Pieces of 12 d. 6 d. 4 d. 2 d. and 1 d. in Weight as the late Sterling, 
in Shew good Money, but inwardly Copper. 

“These Pieces had whole or broad Faces, and continued current after 
that Rate till the 5th of Edward VI, when they were, on the 9th of July, 
called down, the Shilling to 9 d. the Groat to 3 d. etc. and on the 17th of 
August, from 9 d. to 6 d. etc. And, on the 30th of October, were published 
new Coins of Gold and Silver to be made; A Piece of Silver 5 s. Sterling, 
a Piece 2 s. 6 d. of 12 d. of 6 d. a Penny with a double Rose, a half Penny, 
a single Rose, and a Farthing with Port-close. Coins of fine Gold, a whole 
Sovereign of 30 s. an Angel of 10 s. and Angelet of 5 s. Of Crown Gold, a 
Sovereign 20 s. half Sovereign 10 s. 5 s. 2 s. 6 d. and base Monies to 
pass as before. 

“Which continued till the 2nd of Queen Elisabeth, then called to a 
lower rate, taken to the Mint, and refined, the Silver whereof being coined 
with a new Stamp of her Majesty, the Dross was carried to foul Highways 
to heighten them. These base Monies, for the Time, caused the old Sterling 
Monies to be hoarded up, so that I have 21 s. current, given for one old 
Angel to gild withal. Also Rents of Lands and Tenements, with prices of 
Victuals, were raised far beyond the former Rates, hardly since to be 
brought down. Thus much for base Monies, coined and current in England, 
have I known; but for leather Monies, as many People have fondly talked, 
I find no such Matter. I read that King John of France, being taken 
Prisoner by Edward the Black Prince, at the Battle of Poictiers, paid a 
Ransom of three Millions of Florences, whereby he brought the Realm of 
France into such Poverty, that many Years after they used leather Money, 
with a little Stud or Nail of Silver in the Midst thereof. 

“Thus much for the Mint and Coinage, by Occasion of this Tower 
(where the chief Coining hath long continued) under the Correction of 
other more skilful, may suffice. And now to other Accidents there.” 
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Thus concluded John Stow’s account of the coins current in England 
at his time. In the next chapter he and the writers who have extended 
his remarks to a later period discuss the various officers of the mint, 
their duties, salaries, etc. The list of coins is brought down to date by 
descriptions of those coined during the reigns of Edward VI, Queen 
Mary, Philip and Mary, Queen Elizabeth, King James I, King Charles I, 
the Commonwealth, King Charles II, King James II, King William and 
Queen Mary, Queen Anne, and King George. To continue the authors’ 
description : 


“All Coins current in England, as well Gold as Silver, are several, and 
of different Value; but all reduced to Pounds, Shillings, and Pence: Only, 
in Relation to the Necessity of the Poor, and Exchange of Great Money, a 
small Piece of Brass, Copper or Tin, called a Farthing, being the fourth 
Part of a Penny, and a half Penny, which is the Value of two Farthings, 
have been permitted to be coined: but no Man is compelled to receive 
them for Payment of Debt, or Rent; which cannot be said of any Nation, 
or State, in the World besides. 

“No Money, in any Mint, is made of pure Gold or Silver, as being too 
flexible; and therefore allayed with Copper. The Standard of Crown Gold 
is 22 Carrats of fine Gold, and 2 Carrats of Allay, in the Pound Weight 
Troy; which is divided into 44 Parts and a Half; each Part is to pass for 
30 s. and the half Part for 10 s. 

“The Allay of some Gold Coins is all Silver, as the Guinea Gold; which 
renders the Gold Coin, some more white, some more yellow. 

“The Standard for Sterling Silver is 11 Ounces and 2 Penny-weights 
of fine Silver, and 18 Penny-weights Allay of Copper out of the Fire. So 
that 12 Ounces of pure Silver, without any Allay, are worth 3 £. 4 s. 6 d. 
and the Ounce is 5 s. 4% d. But with Allay it is worth but 3 £. and the 
ounce 5 s. 

“The Moneyers divide the Pound Troy into 12 Ounces, the Ounce into 
20 Penny-weights, the Penny-weight into 24 Grains, the Grain into 20 
Mites, the Mite into 24 Droits, the Droit into 20 Perits, and the Perit 
into 24 Blanks.” 


The four weights are mentioned in dictionaries although the spelling 
varies somewhat in different periods. The Oxford dictionary cites a 
number of instances of use among them being a reference to Richard 
Bradley’s Family Dictionary, 1725. This states that the “moneyers 
subdivide the grain thus: 24 Blanks make 1 Perrot, 20 Perrots make 1 
Dwit, 24 Dwits make 1 Mite, 20 Mites make 1 Grain.” 

Bradley translated Chomel’s Dictionaire Economique and revised 
it to a certain extent. References will be found in the Oxford dictionary 
to all of the weights except Dwit. It is strange that this famous work 
contains a word which it does not define. This writer believes that it is 
simply an error of transcribing the French word “Droit,” which would 
look much like Dwit in manuscript. 

Readers may wonder why the “moneyers” of the 14th and 15th 
centuries were concerned with these minute subdivisions of the grain — 
a subdivision which reached a point where 230,400 “blanks” equalled 
one grain. At that time the use of decimals probably was unknown and 
in computing the value or weight of various coins it may have been 
necessary to resort to this complicated subdivision. 
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It is certain that there were no balances in the middle ages which 
could weigh a “blank” or even detect one. It is doubtful if any of the 
modern laboratory instruments, sensitive to 1 /1000th of a milligram 
would be disturbed by less than four “blanks” since the metric equivalent 
of a “blank” is .0002813 mg. 

A grain is heavy enough to be appreciated. If of fine gold in the 
form of a ball it would be a very little over l/28th of an inch in diameter. 
The 22 carat gold of British coins would make the sphere a little larger 
but you could not tell the difference. 

The “blank” however is a bird of a different feather. In gold it 
would make a ball measuring between 1/750 and l/800th of an inch 
depending on the fineness. Here you have practically nothing and it 
would not be possible to feel them except in quantity.

SUPPLEMENT TO “DIX CIVIL WAR TOKENS OF 1863”

Since the appearance of our article in the June, 1951, Numismatist , 
we were privileged to examine the late D. C. Wismer’s collection of Civil 
War Tokens. This collection contains over fifteen hundred “Dix” tokens, 
and we unearthed a great number of new varieties which appear in the 
list below, plus several errors that occurred in our original article. We 
were also able to compare the corresponding numbers of Hetrich and 
Guttag to the list Varieties of the Dix Civil War Tokens of the Year 
1863 by D. C. Wismer. 

There were always several varieties of the “Dix” tokens that we 
could not find in either Hetrich & Guttag or Joseph Barnett’s revision 
of this book that were listed in the Wismer article. But since we had 
never seen these pieces it was impossible to include them in our listing. 
Thus Wismer 17, 18, and 19 went unlisted until the present time. These 
three tokens are extremely interesting, and we have never heard of any 
other copies of these tokens existing. 

The number 1028A which corresponds to Wismer 17 contains an 
entirely new reverse die, different from any other in the series. The 
reverse is very similar to 319, but the “M” of “Him” in the legend points 
more to the left of the “T” of “Tear,” as on reverse 317. Why it appears 
on no other token of the series is a complete mystery. The die work on 
this piece is as good as any other one of the series, and it contains no 
apparent defects which might have caused its rejection. See plate 319A. 

The number 1050D which corresponds to Wismer 19 also contains 
a new reverse die, likewise different from any other in the series. It is 
very similar to reverse die 320, but the “S” of “Shoot” points to the 
first “T” of “Attempts” unlike the 320 which has the “T” pointing to 
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the “A” of this word. This piece was struck after the other cards bearing 
the obverse 152, as it shows a die break on the edge opposite the word 
“our,” which does not appear on any of the other pieces we have seen. 
It is struck in brass and probably a specimen exists in copper. It appears 
plausible that the die break on the edge became bad enough after several 
strikings to cause discontinuance of the die. Since the piece was prob- 
ably struck late in the war, it was not necessary to use the reverse die 
on any other tokens. See plate.

Wismer 18, which is listed as H&G 1056A is a very interesting piece, 
and also appears to exist in but a single specimen. It is a mule of obverse 
155, with the die badly cracked, with the reverse 322. On examining the 
specimens of H&G 1057A, which shows the die crack through the orna- 
ment, it appears that the reverse also had begun to crack. The reverse 
probably became useless after this, and the die sinker probably decided 
to try to salvage the obverse for a few more strikings. Even though it 
was cracked, he used it with die 322. Probably before long, the obverse 
became useless, and thus only a few of these coins could have been struck. 

In the original edition of Hetrich and Guttag the “Dix” series was 
sadly neglected, and the listings were confused. This is especially true 
in the numbers from 1036 to 1043. Die 150A is probably the most com- 
mon one in the group, but for some reason it was apparently neglected 
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in the original listing. It is our opinion that this die might have become 
confused with die 151. Also in the original listing there was no dis- 
tinction made between die 151 and 151A. This likewise leads to con- 
fusion in the list. 

On a token in a collection formed by Dr. Hetrich for a Baltimore 
collector, he states: “This obv. die was not known to me when list was 
published. In my book it is numbered 1037A.” This is the very common 
die 150A, but it is placed next to a piece with obverse 151 in his book. 
This seems even more unnatural when one notes that this token is 
obverse “148A” (now 150A) in Dr. Hetrich’s writings. From this evi- 
dence and what we have seen in examining other specimens, we are lead 
to believe that coin 1036 does not exist! We believe that it should read 
with obverse 150A,and reverse 243 (coin 1034C in the list). The com- 
bination called 1036 does not occur in either the Guttag, Barnett, or 
Wismer collections which contained large groups of “Dix” tokens. 

Furthermore, in the list 1043 (The “spoot” token) does not occur 
with obverse 151 as stated in Hetrich and Guttag. It only comes with 
obverse 151A, as both Wismer and Hetrich seem to acknowledge. 
Wismer makes the statement in regard to this token: “have never found 
any difference in obverse or reverse of this variety.” 1 Since the obverse 
on the “spoot” token is confused in H&G, we believe that both pieces 

1038 and 1042 are similarly confused and do not occur as listed. We 
believe that both should be listed with obverse 151 A (tokens 1038A and 

1039 respectively). Our findings in the Wismer collection seem to verify 
these facts. 


We are leaving tokens 1036, 1038, and 1042 listed temporarily, in 
hope of eventually finding them. If any reader has either of these three 
tokens in their collection, we would appreciate hearing of them. 

In a supplementary article we will try to link the various die com- 
binations of 152, which was used as a mule (also occurring on several 
store cards), and explain why it occurs on rounded and wire edge flans. 

We wish to thank Lionel Rudduck for bringing a new variety to 
our attention, which we have added to the list.

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A DANGEROUS COUNTERFEIT CONFEDERATE NOTE

While recently doing research in the extensive Raphael P. Thian 
collection of Confederate material in the Manuscript department of Duke 
University, Durham, North Carolina, the author discovered a new and 
dangerous C.S.A. counterfeit note. This counterfeit is of the famous 
“Indian Princess” $5 Confederate note. This note is listed by J Wayte 
Raymond as No. 32, by 2 Bradbeer as No. 271 and by 3 Chase as No. 118. 
This variety is one of the rarest of Confederate issues and is widely 
sought by collectors. 

Many different counterfeits of C.S.A. notes are known to exist and 
some are in various collections thought to be genuine specimens. These 
are usually of common varieties however and no great harm is done. The 
discovery of a counterfeit, and a very well executed one of this very rare 
and valuable note is considered to be of sufficient importance to be 
brought to the immediate attention of collectors of this interesting series 
of notes. While this is the first specimen of this particular counterfeit to 
come to the attention of any authority it must be presumed not to be 
unique. Any collector purchasing a specimen of this rare note should 
assure himself of its authenticity.

This illustration is of a genuine specimen of the note listed by Chase, #118. 
However, the points of difference between the genuine and the counterfeit 
are indicated by the arrows. Mention is made of these points of difference 
in the text. 


The specimen examined was badly damaged and could not be photo- 
graphed. However, a genuine specimen is illustrated with the main 
points of difference between the genuine and the counterfeit indicated. 
The counterfeit specimen was properly numbered, in red ink, No. 6886, 
and bore the proper signatures: those of T. Ellett “For Register” and 
H. H. Goodloe “For Treasurer.” A total number of 7160 of the genuine 
note was issued and they were all signed by these two men. 
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A detailed description of the counterfeit note follows: 

Counterfeit $5 Confederate note dated September 2, 1861. Raymond 
#32, Bradbeer #271, Chase #118: Figure of an Indian girl, (Princess) 
holding to a tree, right. Negroes loading cotton bales, overseer with his 
arms folded and river scene with steam boat in background, left. Litho- 
graphed in black on plain white paper. Signatures are printed. Serial 
number handwritten in red ink. This counterfeit is distinguished from 
the genuine by the much sharper outlines of the figures in the left 
vignette. (Arrow 1 in illustration). The signatures are printed. Those 
of the genuine are autographic. (Arrows 2 — 2 in illustration). The 
printer’s legend on the right bottom edge of the note under Goodloe’s 
signature reads “Lith. of Hoyer & Ludwigs, Richmond, Va”. This legend 
on the genuine reads “Lith. of Hoyer & Ludwig, Richmond Va.” (Arrow 
3 in illustration). 

The word “CONFEDERATE” in “The Confederate States of America” 
has a heavy and distinctly crosshatched background. The genuine note’s 
background for this word is so light it can normally be hardly discerned. 
(Arrow 4 in illustration) 

This counterfeit is an extremely well executed one and is dangerous. 
The two primary distinguishing points are: 

a. The printed signatures. The genuine notes all bear autographic signa- 
tures in brown or faded black ink 

b. The added “s” to “Ludwig” in the printer’s legend. 

The author will be interested in learning of the existence of any 
more specimens of this counterfeit. It is hoped that no collector has 
been victimized by the purchase of one of these counterfeits offered as a 
genuine specimen.

A BRIEF SURVEY OF MEDIA OF EXCHANGE

Before our present currency came into vogue many articles and 
methods were used to barter. Cattle were some of the earliest used to 
make a deal among the prehistoric people. The system has not changed 
any too much, considering the many thousands of years involved in it. 
Among the Carthagians, promissory notes were written on parchments 
with the same promissory results as we have today. The Spartans used 
ingots of iron of such a weight to discourage richness by order of Lycur- 
gus, the prominent lawmaker. When Julius Caesar invaded the island of 
Britain he was amazed to find the natives using iron bars of fixed weight 
for currency. When the white men first landed here in America they 
found the natives along the Atlantic Coast using wampum strings and 
woven belts of shell beads for money. During the Colonial days tobacco 
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was used as legal tender in Virginia and Maryland. Early history tells 
us that in 1621 young women were sent from England to Virginia as 
wives for the Jamestown settlers for the price of 120 pounds of tobacco. 

Miniature weapons made of metal and bone were used by certain 
tribes of Africa for money. Bottles of “Trade Gin” were used by white 
traders to serve as currency among natives on the western shore of 
Africa. 

In the South Seas one of the principal media of exchange has been 
a small cypraea shell, known as cowry moneta. According to records 
20,000 of these were required to purchase a wife. In some of the Pacific 
islands a fine string of dog teeth will be the purchase price of a wife. 

During the exciting days of the California Gold Rush and a long 
time afterward, gold dust was a most prominent medium used as cur- 
rency. Chinese hat money was another type of exchange, as it was made 
of various sizes, and the larger the hat, the higher the value. 

During the last few years many articles and illustrations have 
appeared in papers and magazines about the gigantic stone money of 
the island of Yap. It must be a very curious sight to see the native’s 
wealth standing along a trail like monolithic monuments. In our own 
country such things as beaver skins and other pelts have played an 
important part as media of exchange during the early days of our history. 

Most any kind of commodity may be used as a medium of exchange 
under certain circumstances. The writer recollects when in New York 
State some of the farmers brought eggs and other produce to the stores 
and received in exchange the merchandise they wanted. When eggs 
were high priced, a package of tobacco could be purchased for two or 
three eggs. In country places in Europe he saw customers bring home- 
made butter, and take home the commodities they wanted. 

Certain types of coins have played a most prominent part in the 
world. Lydia, a small nation in Asia Minor which was once ruled by the 
wealthy Croesus, has been recognized as the first country which ever 
used coins. Their coins were embossed on one side only, and struck first 
in white gold, later in yellow gold and silver. The Greeks were soon to 
follow the Lydians with the issuing of coins, and as they became more 
adept they found methods of striking impressions on both sides of 
the coins. 

The Shekel of Israel is too well known to pass by. It appears that 
the thirty pieces of silver received by Judas Iscariot are still in circula- 
tion, if you take the statements of an antique dealer of Jerusalem very 
seriously. A gentleman from Atlanta, Ga., purchased such a coin in 1927 
and was told that it was one of the original pieces which Judas had 
received for the betrayal of Christ. 

Pieces of Eight are apt to provoke thoughts of romantic pirate 
stories, when Spanish vessels were captured, and among other loot Pieces 
of Eight were found. A Piece of Eight was a large silver coin about the 
size of our silver dollar. The coinage was of Spanish origin, and was 
prominently in use in the Spanish Colonies of the New World. The 
value of a Piece of Eight was eight of the small coins called Real. These 
Spanish Pieces of Eight were often called Spanish dollars. 

Often has the writer heard the query, “Where does the dollar get 
its name from?” The answer dates back to the discovery of a rich silver 4 
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mine in the valley of Joachim’s thal (Joachim’s valley) in Bohemia, now 
part of Czechoslovakia. The silver which was mined there was minted 
into coins, with the figure of St. Joachim on one side. These coins became 
a desirable medium of exchange because each one had its full value of 
silver. They became popular in all German states under the name of 
“thaler,” which is pronounced “toller,” and derived its name of thal 
(valley). For a considerable period these coins were the principal 
medium of exchange in Germany until the German mark came into 
existence during the beginning of the adoption of the new decimal 
system in that country. 

The fame of the thaler spread to the New World where it was 
pronounced “dollar.” Four years after the Revolutionary War the new 
republic of the United States adopted the dollar as its monetary standard. 
For a long time only silver dollars were minted, until approximately 
one hundred years ago a “gold dollar” was adopted which is the Ameri- 
can standard of value to this day. Of course on account of present 
conditions you very seldom have the opportunity to see the gold coins 
except as a collectors’ item. 

As mentioned previously the people have used almost everything 
for money, from cattle to gold dust, or sometimes a colored feather. 
Without money modern business would be impossible and to eliminate 
decreasing money bulk it was made possible to receive a million dollars 
on a piece of paper. 

In early Colonial days money was a difficult item to obtain but 
thirty years after the Pilgrims landed at Plymouth, the Massachusetts 
Colony began to coin money. Perhaps if English coins had been more 
plentiful in Colonial days, the American Revolution might not have been 
so fast to grow. Dates on coins in America made their first appearance 
with the famous pine-tree coin, which came out in 1652. The first United 
States coin minted was a copper cent. In 1794 silver dollars, half dollars, 
and half dimes made their appearance. 

A few explanations of what is “legal tender” may be appropriate 
here. The term “legal tender” is applied to any money that by law must 
be accepted in payment of debts, unless a contract calls for some specific 
kind of money, such as perhaps gold coin of standard weight. Not all 
our money qualifies as legal tender. Some is legal tender within certain 
limits. 

Gold coin is legal tender to an unlimited amount. So are silver 
dollars, and treasury notes. Subsidiary silver (halves, quarters, and 
dimes) are legal tender to the amount of $10 only. Minor coins (nickels 
and cents) are legal tender to the amount of 25 cents only. 

United States notes are legal tender to an unlimited amount, but 
not in payment of duties on imports or interest on public debt. Gold 
certificates are legal tender to an unlimited amount. Silver certificates 
are legal tender, but receivable for all public dues. National bank notes 
are not considered legal tender, but receivable for public dues except 
duties on imports. All National Banks are required by law to receive 
the notes of other National Banks at par. Federal Reserve notes are 
not legal tender but receivable by all National and member banks and 
Federal Reserve Banks for taxes, customs, and other public dues. Federal 
Reserve Bank notes are legal tender but receivable for all public dues 
except duties on imports. 
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REVOLT OF THE ROMAN MINT WORKERS

If we were to read that the employees of a mint, disliking a gov- 
ernment coinage policy, went into a rebellion that cost 7,000 deaths to 
subdue, we would be reluctant to believe it. Yet something of the sort 
really happened in Rome in 271. 

The event is somewhat obscure, but is mentioned by several ancient 
authors. Aurelian, on becoming emperor in 270, found the empire with 
a very bad coinage. It had been debased until it was worthless; alleged 
silver coins had had more and more copper and tin added to them, until 
they were practically nothing but base metal, with no silver in evidence. 
The effect of this on business and economics can be imagined. Prices 
rose to fantastic heights, merchants and banks refused to accept the 
money except at its bullion value; business almost came to a standstill, 
and there was great economic distress everywhere. The money was so 
bad, that even the government refused to accept its own coins in payment 
of taxes, and demanded that taxes be paid in good silver or gold. This 
amounted to monetary anarchy.

Aurelian, a strong and able emperor and reformer, set out to remedy 
this. He issued entirely new money of good size and weight; and the 
government stood behind its coinage, guaranteeing its value. 

Then the mint workers under Felicissimus rebelled, and an open 
civil war developed, which was only ended by a pitched battle on the 
Caelian Hill near the mint in the Via Labicana. In this battle, 7,000 
Roman and auxiliary troops were killed, according to an angry letter 
of Aurelian quoted by Flavius Vobiscus. Some of the documents quoted 
by this writer are of doubtful authenticity, but probably his facts are 
correct in general, as such a striking event must have been well known. 
Also, he has other literary support. 

The reasons for the revolt are somewhat mysterious. It seems 
unlikely that any large section of the populace would revolt against an 
emperor for his improving the coinage, which much needed reforming 
— his course would be to the general benefit. It is difficult to see what 
the rebellion was about. 

But the facts seem to have been as follows. Even during the worst 
debasement of the Roman coins, they were theoretically supposed to 
have a certain amount of silver in them, even though it was not evident 
to the eye. It appears that this gave an excellent opportunity for Felicis- 
simus and his officers to steal silver for themselves. As no one could 
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tell by looking at the coins if they had their minute share of silver or 
not, it was easy to reduce the quantity beyond the official amount — or 
even to omit it entirely. For years most of the rulers had been weak 
men, and those that were strong were unable to give much attention to 
internal reforms, being distracted by wars. So such thefts would not 
be detected. However with Aurelian’s reform, a day of accounting had 
come. Besides being able, Aurelian was harsh in inflicting punishments, 
and so the corrupt mint officers foresaw terrible punishments coming. 
Hence they rebelled in desperation. 

Although it is probable that many of the mint workers were involved 
in silver thefts, it is unlikely that there were nearly enough of them to 
cope with a Roman army to the extent that happened. A battle that 
caused 7,000 deaths, even allowing for possible exaggeration, could not 
have been merely a minor riot; it indicates that a good many thousands 
of Romans must have revolted. As there could not be anything like the 
required number of corrupt mint workers and their immediate friends, 
where did the rebels come from? And why did they, at the risk of life, 
support the mint employees who had been defrauding the public by 
debasing the coinage? Why should people rise against Aurelian who 
was trying to give the nation good money, in favor of those responsible 
for the bad coinage that had afflicted the empire for so many years? 

One ancient writer, Zosimus, gives a hint. He says that Aurelian 
commanded the people to bring in their bad money and exchange it for 
good. We have no record of the basis on which the exchange was made 
— that is, how much value in the new money was given for a delivery 
of bad coins. Therefore it is possible that there was some loss to the 
individuals turning it in. Now the ancient Romans were just as sensitive 
to a blow at their pocketbooks as anyone else: thus it may have been 
possible for Felicissimus and his fellow mint employees to do some 
successful rabble-rousing, and convince the public that the emperor was 
impoverishing them by changing the money. 

This might explain why a rebellion, which if successful would 
benefit only a small number, might be supported by a large number of 
people. If there was a loss in the exchange of coins, it would be the 
wealthy and influential class that stood to suffer the most — exactly the 
class that would have the wealth and influence to promote a rebellion. 
And of course the city mob would follow. Moreover, there is considerable 
evidence that Aurelian was not popular with the Roman nobles; they 
looked down on him as a plebian and an upstart. When they opposed 
him, his hand fell heavily on them — he was quick to punish sedition, 
dishonesty, and conspiracy. With the bad state the country was in when 
Aurelian became emperor, it needed a heavy hand; but that would not 
get much consideration from those on whom the hand fell. 

Lacking some such explanation, the whole episode is fantastic. For 
it is absurd for citizens to rise in a civil war against a ruler whose 
policy benefits them, to help swindlers who rob them. 


As early as 1189 A.D. King Richard of England authorized the Archbishop 
of Canterbury to operate a mint.

NEW YORK — THE MAGNIFICENT 

The 1952 A.N.A. Convention City 

New York, gateway to America, began to function as a port more 
than three hundred years ago when Henry Hudson sailed up through 
the Narrows and discovered a harbor that undoubtedly seemed to him 
a navigator’s paradise. New York was then a wilderness, inhabited by 
a few Indians. It has since grown to be an empire in itself, embracing 
within the environs of the port district almost ten per cent of the nation’s 
business. New York has been called the most dramatic city in the 
world. The appellation may be justified either on the basis of the mush- 
room character of its growth as compared with old-world metropolises 
or on the sudden grandeur of the spectacle which is seen by the visitor

from the sea when he catches a glimpse of the blockhouses and towers, 
one-sixth of a mile high or more, which make the first view of the 
Island of Manhattan unbelievably strange and beautiful. 

It is the incomparable harbor that has made New York, whether 
we speak of it in terms of New York City, New York State, stretching 
hundreds of miles north and west, of which it is a part, or in terms of 
the great Metropolitan Area, comprising the Port of New York, some 
parts of which are under separate political jurisdictions. 

The city itself has within its outlines approximately 7,835,000 
people. The heart of the city is situated on an island 13% miles long 
with a breadth of 2*4 miles at one point. On three sides of this island, 
which comprises the Borough of Manhattan, are four other boroughs: 
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Bronx to the north, Queens and Brooklyn to the east, and Staten Island, 
the Borough of Richmond to the south; all interspersed with bays, 
waterways, spacious boulevards on the street level and tunnels below. 
Surrounding the city itself is another broad area with more waterways, 
more rivers, more bays, more tunnels, marvelous interconnecting rail- 
roads, highways, and great terminals for freight and passengers. This, 
the whole area, comprises the Port of New York District, and within 
it dwells a population of upwards of 11,000,000 people. There are ap- 
proximately 300 square miles in the City of New York. There are over 
3,700 square miles in the larger area known as the New York Metro- 
politan District. 

Within the area dwells perhaps the most cosmopolitan people on 
earth — more Jews than in Palestine, more people of Italian birth than 
in Venice, and more Irishmen than in Dublin. While the vast majority 
of the people who themselves or whose parents came from other shores 
to make up this great world metropolis have been educated to American 
speech, ideals and American customs, and are true Americans, there are 
still some forty different languages and dialects spoken and written in 
New York City and newspapers are published in some twenty-odd dif- 
ferent languages besides English. 

The Port of New York is the gateway. Beyond is the hinterland of 
America, reached by railroads and great highways going out from New 
York like spokes from the hub of a wheel. To the north and northwest is 
New York State with many smaller industrial cities, with broad fields 
given over to the type of farming which makes it one of the premier 
dairying sections of the world, to fruit growing with thousands of tons 
of apples, peaches and grapes, and to many other forms of agriculture. 
Three hours away from New York City are the Catskill Mountains, one 
of the summer playgrounds of the people. In the northern part of the 
state are the Adirondack Mountains with their Whiteface and Mount 
Marcy, the last named the highest in the state. To the northeast is New 
England, another combination of agricultural and industrial territory, 
with the Berkshire Hills, the Green Mountain and White Mountain 
ranges, and the lakes of Maine. To the west are the Poconos. All of these 
can be reached in a few hours from New York, and with New York’s own 
mountains and nearby beaches, they constitute the great summer play- 
ground of eastern America. To the east of the city is Long Island with its 
beaches and truck farms — acre upon acre of potatoes, cabbages, and 
vegetables of every variety — and to the west and southwest is New Jer- 
sey with more truck farms and fruit farms. Ninety miles to the south- 
west lies the great industrial city of Philadelphia. 

CLIMATE 

New York is in the North Temperate Zone at 40° 42' North Latitude 
and 70° West Longitude. Taken as a whole, its climate is brisk and 
invigorating, a fact that has undoubtedly been a great factor in pro- 
ducing a people who are energetic, persistent and imaginative. The 
harbor is never closed by ice, yet the days in the summer when the 
temperature is too hot for comfort are normally few. The city has 
snow but seldom does it have storms which are severe enough to inter- 
fere with traffic in the streets ; occasional fogs but not many days during 
the year when the fog is dense enough to tie up traffic about the hun- 
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dreds of miles of waterfront which are part of the harbor. The mean 
temperature at New York varies from 30° in January to 73.8° (Fahren- 
heit) in July. Sometimes in the winter, the thermometer goes down 
close to zero but not often, the normal temperature being about 24°. 
Once in a while in summer, the mercury climbs above 90° but infre- 
quently, the normal high on a summer’s day being about 82°. Rainfall 
is usually abundant but not excessive, the average rainfall being about 
43 inches a year. 

EDUCATIONAL AND RECREATIONAL FACILITIES 

New York City combines with its finance and its industry marvelous 
facilities for education and play. Beyond all question, it is the nation’s 
educational center. It is the home of no less than thirty-seven institu- 
tions of higher education, including thirteen general colleges and uni- 
versities, eight schools of medicine and two schools of law in addition 
to law schools connected with the larger universities, five technical in- 
stitutions and four schools of theology. 

The largest of the universities is New York University which, in 
point of number of students, outranks any other university in the United 
States. In 1947, this instituion had 66,112 students in its various schools 
and extension courses. Columbia University, the second largest in size, 
had 28,800 students on its rolls. Other institutions of higher education 
include the College of the City of New York, a city-supported univer- 
sity; Hunter College, also supported by the city; Fordham University; 
Manhattan College; Pratt Institute; the Cornell Medical School, and a 
host of technical, medical, musical, business preparatory and private 
institutions. 

Appropriation of public funds combined with private philanthropy 
has made it easy for the youth of either sex to obtain an education in 
New York City. Free courses are offered in such subjects as architecture, 
architectural drawing, building equipment and construction, art appre- 
ciation, costume designing, decorating, industrial and commercial art, 
lettering, printing and painting, sculpturing and modeling, biology, do- 
mestic science, history and more than thirty other subjects covering a 
wide range in the technical and cultural fields. 

At the base of the education facilities in New York City stands 
the city’s public school system. The city has approximately 900 public 
schools with almost a million and a half pupils and a teaching staff of 
close to 40,000, and over 1,000 buildings used for public school purposes. 
There are also about 375 parochial schools with an attendance of more 
than 150,000 children. The city maintains teacher training schools in 
which 150 teachers give instruction to hundreds every year. It also main- 
tains 47 senior high schools, 30 vocational high schools, 22 evening high 
schools and 10 evening trade schools. Over 874,506 pupils are registered 
in the various elementary, high and vocational schools. 

There are many institutions besides colleges which contribute to 
New York’s cultural side. There is, for instance, the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art with its magnificent exhibits of painting, sculpture, tapes- 
tries, potteries, laces, antiques and miscellaneous objects. There is the 
American Museum of Natural History with its unusual collection and 
exhibits of mammals, birds, minerals and other objects of scientific in- 
terest. Here, the history of man may be traced through eons of time. 
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There are many other museums of importance in their fields, includ- 
ing that of the Hispanic Society, the Museum of the American Indian, 
the Museum of the City of New York, the Museum of French Art, the 
Museum of Modern Art, the Museum of Science and Industry, the Hay- 
den Planetarium, the Museum of the New York Historical Society, 
Museum of the American Numismatic Society and the Whitney Museum 
of American Art. There are thousands of private and semi-public gal- 
leries offering attractions to the visitor. 

In the field of nature, there are the New York Botanical Gardens, 
with a truly amazing collection of living flora gathered from all over the 
world, and the Bronx and the Central Park Zoological Gardens with 
rare collections of living animals. 

New York’s skyscrapers are among the marvels of the world. Tall- 
est of them all is the Empire State Building at Fifth Avenue and 34th 
Street which is 1,248 feet high. Next comes the Chrysler Building at 
Lexington Avenue and 42nd Street which pushes its tower 1,046 feet up 
into the air. There are as many as fifty skyscrapers in the city, all 
marvels of beauty and distinction, one of the older ones being the Wool- 
worth building, 792 feet high. New York has over 4,000 buildings of 
10 floors and more, 500 buildings of 20 floors and more, and 215 buildings 
ranging from 25 floors to 102 floors. 

Rockefeller Center, with its fifteen buildings planned in the fabu- 
lously valuable twelve acres from 48th to 51st Streets between Fifth 
and Sixth Avenues in Mid-Manhattan, should be on the “must” list of 
every visitor to New York City. The slim beauty of the 70-story RCA 
Building rises as the center theme of the development; an observation 
roof caps this building. It is impossible to describe the many points of in- 
terest to be seen in the development. Guided tours are available not only 
for the Rockefeller Center development itself but through the N.B.C. 
regular and television broadcasting studios which are housed in several 
floors of the RCA Building. 

New York’s bridges constitute another group of wonders. Across 
the East River is the Brooklyn Bridge, the first of the great suspension 
bridges to be built. Crossing the Hudson River at 178th Street to Fort 
Lee, New Jersey, is the George Washington Bridge, one of the latest of 
the great bridges to be built and considered by many to be the most 
beautiful suspension bridge in the world. Its total length with ap- 
proaches is over 12,000 feet. Across the East River are three other great 
suspension bridges. The city sometimes boasts that it is the world’s 
true city of bridges for leading into and crossing the waterways that 
divide it are twenty-three miles of over-water structures which have 
been built at a total cost of nearly $300,000,000. The great new Tri- 
borough Bridge with its approaches is 17y 2 miles long. 

Many of the entertainment features cited above are to be had free 
or at a nominal cost, but in the field of professional amusement, the city 
outdistances any other in America. There are something like 100 the- 
atres which are available for the production of first-class shows, musical 
or dramatic. It is the home of first productions, both on the stage and 
of the movie screens. It is a practice for producers after a trial run in 
some relatively small town, to bring their shows to New York for initial 
runs. During the depression, the stage kept alive in New York City 
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when it had practically ceased to function in other cities of America. 

In the field of music, New York’s position is equally important. It 
is the home of the Metropolitan Opera Company, which numbers among 
its members many of the world’s greatest operatic singers and which 
furnishes each season a program which can be equaled nowhere else in 
America. Concert artists, symphony orchestras, light operas and dance 
orchestras add to the infinite variety of New York’s musical entertain- 
ment. 

Baseball is one of the most popular of American sports. The city 
has three major league teams which compete during the summer in 
great arenas given over to this form of sport. There is always a major 
league ball game in New York City. 

Championship boxing matches are staged in the city and there is 
scarcely a night on which this form of fistic entertainment is not 
available. 

During the fall, many college football teams come to New York and 
make use of its stadia. Almost invariably, the seats are packed for these 
contests for New Yorkers are sports-loving people. 

Race tracks in the neighborhood of New York furnish the sport of 
kings. There are scores of golf clubs in or near the city which make it 
possible for a very large proportion of the population to enjoy this form 
of sport. Daily, vessels leave the port for deep-sea fishing excursions. 
Beaches to the east and south of the city are both clean and safe and 
are always crowded during the summer. 

INTERESTING BITS 

New York City has over 5,000 miles of streets, enough, if laid out, 
to stretch nearly twice across the country. There are nearly 5,000 miles 
of water mains and nearly 3,000 miles of sewers. 

Every twenty-four hours, the people of the city make over 13,650,000 
telephone calls. There are over 10,650,000 miles of telephone wires in 
the city. 

To get its water, New York goes 100 miles into the Catskill Moun- 
tains where a giant reservoir provides as pure water as may be had in 
any large city in the world. 

In spite of its high land value, the city maintains great parks. Over 
14,000 acres are devoted to this purpose. The most famous of these is 
Central Park in the center of Manhattan which covers 840 acres. The 
park contains several lakes and forty miles of walks, drives and bridle 
paths. 

The next several issues of The Numismatist will contain additional 
information about New York City, in which the next A.N.A. conven- 
tion will be held. These articles are intended to encourage you to attend 
that convention and to assist you in enjoying to the utmost your visit 
to the world’s largest and most interesting city. Later articles will 
include specific information on special items in the program of the 
convention, information regarding the matter of hotel reservations, 
travel facilities, reservations for membership exhibits, the bourse, etc. 
It will be a convention that you will not want to miss.

From the viewpoint of praise for 
displays and varied entertainment, 
the 1951 American Numismatic Asso- 
ciation Diamond Jubilee convention 
in Phoenix will stand up well in com- 
parison with any meeting in history. 
The Diamond Jubilee convention was 
everything promised, and more. 

While the rain from Sunday to 
Wednesday, August 26-29, hampered 
some activities, it also brought a drop 
in temperature and forced confine- 
ment to the hotel, where displays and 
other programs got more attention 
than otherwise would have resulted.

V. Leon Belt, Phoenix, past presi- 
dent of the A.N.A., and all members 
of the Phoenix Coin Club did every- 
thing possible to put on a fine con- 
vention and they succeeded 100 per 
cent. They provided transportation 
and sightseeing trips as well as many 
small and big courtesies. Their pub- 
licity program was especially fine — 
and many A.N.A. officers suddenly 
found themselves on radio or tele- 
vision programs or being interviewed 
by the local press, through arrange- 
ments made by Belt or by Don Sherer, 
president of the host club. 

To the 1950-1951 officers must go 
special credit for staging two fast 
moving business sessions on Monday 
and Wednesday mornings. They not 
only are noted for accomplishments, 
but for the fact that both ended early. 
A resolution that would have required

amendment that made it necessary to 
table it for a year.

Several members were quick to object 
to the resolution, which was defended 
by the chairman of the resolutions 
committee, Karl M. Brainard, Los 
Angeles. J. D. Ferguson, Rock Island, 
Que., Canada, a past president, who 
spoke urgently against the resolution, 
feared such action might result in a 
return of a feeling that existed “a 
few years ago.” Brainard said com- 
mittee members had discussed it 
extensively.

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One of the finest reports of the 
entire convention was made Wednes- 
day (Aug. 29) by Col. Joseph Moss, 
Philadelphia, who soon afterward be- 
came A.N.A. president. His report 
was on the proposed pine tree shilling 
commemorative quarter dollar. His 
committee was still “laboring” to get 
a hearing before the congressional 
committee, the colonel said. He 
admitted that the mint director had 
made an adverse report on the pro- 
posal, but that she long has been 
opposed to commemorative coinages — 
and he commended her ability and 
record. This is the first time a 
brochure has been provided for treas- 
ury and mint officials in connection 
with such a proposal, Colonel Moss 
also said. He expressed thanks to 
A.N.A. members over the country 
who have assisted this committee in 
various ways, and urged that they 
continue by writing their congress- 
men and otherwise urging approval 
of this commemorative, which he 
promised would be free of any “taint,” 
as purportedly had marked some 
commemoratives in the past.

Pyle discussed Arizona history and 
tourist attractions briefly. A report 
showed that the Association finished 
$1,700 “in the black,” and that assets 
totaled more than $75,000. (Reports 
will be found in the complete pro- 
ceedings.)

Lewis M. Reagan , Wichita, general 
secretary of the A.N.A., spoke on his 
specialty of collecting coins bearing 
the portraits of women, many of 
whom were prominent in history. 
Many such women were portrayed 
because of family connections, as were 
women who ruled nations, often vast 
empires. This does not comprise as 
big a series as many believe, explained 
Reagan. “Collecting coins for fun is 
more fun than being too serious,” he 
added, explaining that he always has 
been interested in people.

They also frequently had to 
walk through the rain to get to meet- 
ings and programs, crossing the patio.

Conspicuous by their absence 
were Max Mehl, the Fort Worth 
dealer, and Stuart Mosher, Washing- 
ton, D. C., editor of The Numismatist. 
Both had to pass up the meeting for 
health reasons. . . . Glenn Smedley’s 
special showing of A.N.A. slides 
throughout the convention was a 


popular exhibit. . . . C. C. Shroyer, 
Doug Ferguson and Mr. and Mrs. I. 
T. Kopicki were among those flying 
to the convention. Kopicki took part 
in a spot radio program while lunch- 
ing Wednesday noon of the conven- 
tion. After the convention, the 
Kopickis and Mr. and Mrs. Harry X 
Boosel motored to El Paso, Tex., also 
visiting the Carlsbad Caverns and in 
Juarez, Mexico.

M. Vernon Sheldon, retiring presi- 
dent who presided at business meet- 
ings, announced various awards at 
the closing banquet, Wednesday night, 
August 29. J. D. Ferguson, past presi- 
dent, did an excellent job as toast- 
master. 
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The Phoenix Convention was at- 
tended by 248 visitors in addition to 
the 175 members and 14 officers who 
signed the register. Those figures do 
not include the hundreds of persons 
who visited the exhibits. Gov. Howard 
Pyle, Arizona, Republican (believe it 
or not), was among visitors signing 
the register.

He often attends Phoenix club meet- 
ings, coming to the state capital for 
a few days, then returning to his 
desert retreat, where his collection 
occupies many hours that otherwise 
might be lonely. 

This was the first annual A.N.A. 
convention attended in some years by 
Norman Shultz of Salt Lake City and 
he enjoyed renewing many friend- 
ships that have lasted for years. . . . 
Mike Carey , who has attained fame 
as an author (See Stuart Mosher’s 
book review in August Numismatist) 
was a Los Angeles delegate to the 
convention. Veteran collector Carey 
received a gold A.N.A. pin for his 
50 years’ membership as a highlight 
of the banquet that concluded the 
convention. . . . Sergt. Courtney L. 
Coffing of the marine corps was an 
active participant in the convention 
business meetings. When the presid- 
ing officer identified him with the

Long a user of the 
A.N.A. library, he enjoyed the book 
exhibit, as well as reunion with East- 
ern collectors. He is noted for his 
interest in and collection of medical 
medals. . . . Hans Schulman brought 
a big display of numismatic books 
and found that it paid him well, since 
he took back scores of orders for the 
works. He found many persons with 
ready questions about books on numis- 
matics — and they found Hans help- 
ful and courteous, as always. 
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Bill Mertes, who travels about the 
country with a big stock of coins and 
accessories, was among dealers re- 
porting an excellent business in 
Phoenix. We do not know how much 
paper money he bought, if any, but 
when he was packing up after the 
conventiton, he had an arm load of 
it. . . . And speaking of popular 
dealers, A. E. Beebe and Charlie 
Green of Chicago were missed by 
many who attend the A.N.A. conven- 
tions regularly. Business kept them 
from the Phoenix meeting, and many 
questions were asked of Chicagoans 
by collectors who missed their jovial 
countenances. ... W. A. Philpott of 
Dallas not only brought a “rag 
picker” display that filled the entire 
north end of the exhibit hall, but he 
stayed close to it to answer questions 
of visitors.

In addi- 
tion, his display had plenty of brief 
but well written explanations as to 
the why of freaks, making it clear 
that mint officials and employees do 
not let many escape. . . . Another 
exhibit that attracted wide attention 
from collectors was the 1805 silver 
dollar displayed by Louis Werner. . . . 
Al Crites, Sacramento, Calif., added a 
shrunken head to his collection while 
en route to Phoenix. No one enjoyed 
meeting A.N.A. officers and collectors 
from over the country more than did 
Frank H. Johnson , Louisville, Ky. He 


spent a large part of his time in the 
exhibit hall, and really appreciated 
the extensive displays, which covered 
a wide range. 


Although VirDen Mayo of Wichita 
had to return home after attending 
the convention only two days, he 
spent as much time in the exhibit hall 
as he did in the Westward Ho swim- 
ming pool. . . . Mr. and Mrs. A. H.

Being a numismatist for a number 
of years, I was much interested in 
reading the letter of Louis R. Good-

In case the authenticity of a Chi- 
nese coin is desired, I shall volunteer 
my service to classify it, whether it 
is genuine, or imitation or bogus, and 
I shall determine the comparative 
degree of rarity of that coin. 

Being a Chinese, naturally my name 
is not familiar to the people in the 
U.S., but I am well known in the 
Chinese numismatical circles. 

As to my knowledge of Chinese 
coins, I wish you refer to Mr. E. 
Kann, also a member of ANA, who 
has the best collection of Chinese 
silver coins. 

For my services in Classifying the 
coins, I shall not accept any fees, 
except return postage. (Airmail post- 
age from Hongkong to the U.S. is 
H.K. $2.00 per y 2 oz., about 35 cents 
in U.S. money. U.S. postage stamps 
may be accepted.) 

Queries should be accompanied with 
photo of the coin in its natural size. 
In the case of a minted coin, the mill- 
ing of its edge should be described or 
sketched. , 

From letters I received so far, I 
am convinced that the U.S. coin mar- 
ket is flooded with counterfeits and 
bogus pieces of Chinese coins. It is 
high time for us to cooperate to put 
an end to the circulation of these out- 
of-the-way pieces. I have long in- 
tended to write articles on Chinese 
counterfeit coins, but the trouble is 
that I have only photos of genuine 
Chinese coins.

Let’s Not Talk About Replacing the 
Nickel 

Somebody is always urging the 
United States Mint to put out a 7y 2 - 
cent coin, thus signifying its accept- 
ance and understanding of the facts of 
life in an inflationary economy. 

Presumably most of this pressure 
comes from people who would like a 
convenient way to sell traditional 
five-cent merchandise for 50 per cent 
more, instead of having to fool with 
pennies. But as a large consumer of 
merchandise in this particular price 
range, we’d like to put in a word for 
the opposition. 

Let’s grant at the outset that the 
question is largely an academic one 
at the moment, since most of the 
things that used to sell for a nickel 
have either gone down in size or up in 
price. The appearance of a 7% -cent 
coin, would, however, appear to be ab- 
ject surrender to the status quo. It 
would mean that we were wearily 
accepting inflation and recognizing 
the fact that the old-fashioned nickel 
had run its course. We would be rele- 
gating that honorable coin to a glass 
case in the Smithsonian Institution. 

The people at the Mint are putting 
up a valiant struggle against the pro- 
ponents of such a new coin. They 
think the United States has enough 
kinds of coins now. Let’s hope they 
stick to their guns on this — at least to 
the point of not coining anything that 
will make the nickel we know and 
love as obsolete as the 25-cent 
blue plate special.— From Jacksonville 
(Fla.) Journal, July 27, 1951

Mr. Morehouse Claims Pure Celluloid 
Has No Harmful Effect on 
Paper Money 

Dear Sir: 

The transparent holders referred to 
in Mr. Dillistin’s account of the dis- 
integration of paper in the July issue 
of The Numismatist were made of a 
compound chemically known as “un- 
satisfied” in which the reaction was 


not complete, there not being enough 
alkali to neutralize the acid which is 
continually looking for more. This 
was due either to economy in manu- 
facture or to lack of efficiency in 
preparation of the mixture. 

Helium is a complete bachelor but 
nitrogen has strong bachelor tenden- 
cies and will part company with its 
compound at the first opportunity. 
That is why we have such powerful 
explosives which is the instantaneous 
expansion of the nitrogen released 
into gas by detonation. Its penchant 
for loneliness probably is manifest in 
the decomposition of nitric com- 
pounds. 

But these holders were not cellu- 
loid, the material known under that 
name which has been in use for many 
years and was originally compounded 
by Hyatt of nitrated cellulose and 
camphor. This reaction was complete 
but the product gave off a character- 
istic odor which identified it as just 
what it was, a compound of nitric and 
camphor. It has now been deodor- 
ized. None of the cellulose acid com- 
pounds are 100 per cent stable. But 
the acetate in practice seems to be 
perfectly safe to use. Celluloid was 
made into many articles used in con- 
tact with paper and when placed in 
drawers with paper as near as I can 
determine, have no harmful effect. 
Bookmarks were made of it, calen- 
dars, cards, pad covers, etc., etc. Also 
combs and celluloid collars. If the 
collars or combs emanated nitric 
fumes a person’s neck would become 
inflamed or irritated and the destruc- 
tive effect would become apparent in 
the combing of hair. It is probably 
true that certain batches were im- 
properly made and released to the 
public, but I don’t think the real cel- 
luloid decomposed paper. 

Mr. Saffin’s unfortunate loss was 
not only a financial one, but also a 
collector’s loss of pride and satisfac- 
tion of ownership. In view of the 
revelation by Dillistin, I guess I have 
been lucky in obtaining holders. They 
look much alike, though some are 
clearer than others. Many of my 
notes have been in the same holder 
for some years and are still o.k. It is 
possible that an unstable cover might 
exude a nitric odor.

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The “Keysort” Classification System 
Dear Editor 

I have long felt the need for a 
classification system which would 
closely coordinate my coins in their 
2x2 envelopes with recorded infor- 
mation kept elsewhere. 

A ledger book was first employed, 
listing countries alphabetically under 
main geographical areas, like Africa, 
Europe, North America, South Amer- 
ica, and the Orient. However, this 
soon proved to be too bulky and very 
inflexible. 

Finally, a card system has evolved, 
modifying my ledger system a good 
deal and proving very flexible. Cards 
I 1 /*" by 3*A" in size with numbered 
holes about the outer edges are pro- 
vided by the McBee Company of 
Athens, Ohio, known as “Keysort.” 
As developed for my purposes, each 
hole is assigned a subject. If I want 
a silver portrait coin from Africa, I 
run a needle through three holes, and 
have separated my African coins, the 
silver coins, and the portraits in that 
group. 

Each coin type is assigned a card. 
For instance, the Roosevelt dime has 
one card. Holes punched on the mar- 
gin of this card would include the ones 
denoting North America, Silver, por- 
trait of men, denomination, and size 
in millimeters. On the face of the 
card is the additional information that 
the coin is from the United States of 
America, the geographical area — 
North America, the number in my 
U. S. series, size in millimeters, metal 
or alloy, denomination, dates minted. 
Also, each obverse and reverse is de- 
scribed and a place for the catalog 
number provided. 

On the reverse I can list the num- 
ber of the coin, date and mint mark, 
date I obtained it, the source, its in- 
sured value if particularly valuable, 
and cost to me. Thus, I can list suc- 
cessive dates of a coin type without 
additional cards. 

A needle twelve inches long with a 
plastic handle ($3.00) and a punch 
($3.75) can also be obtained from the 
McBee people. The cards cost $8.60 
per thousand. 

I have heard described complicated 
numbering systems and filing ar- 
rangements. But when the question 
is asked, “How long would it take you 
to locate your portraits of women on 
coins if you wanted to display them 
for a talk?” the answer is usually 
that it would be practically impossible, 


without leafing through each listing 
individually. 

This system is very flexible to a 
particular collector’s needs. He can 
have the holes represent anything he 
so chooses — and on this size card, he 
has seventy-nine chances. And what 
is printed on either side is up to his 
discretion. My basic information is 
mimeographed, and I found that this 
particular weight of paper is more 
absorbent than a more expensive, 
slicker, heavier paper. 

One doesn’t need to worry about 
filing his cards in order. By running 
his needle — “Keysorter” — through a 
few holes, he can have the cards lo- 
cated according to metal, geographical 
location, size, denomination, or sub- 
ject matter. 

The initial task of setting the cards 
up is a lot of pleasurable work; how- 
ever, after that, it is just a matter of 
completing cards as your coins are 
acquired. Many new coins would only 
require a notation on the reverse of a 
card you already have.

Echoes a Vigorous “Amen” 

Dear Mr. Mosher: 

May I echo the vigorous “Amen” 
of Kenneth Fuller in the September, 
1951 Numismatist , but with some 
very definite reservations. I agree 
that the A.N.A. should sponsor the 
reprinting of many more articles and 
series of articles than have thus far 
been reprinted. One series in par- 
ticular that would fill a very definite 
want for many collectors is Frank G. 
Duffield’s very splendid “A Trial List 
of the Countermarked Modern Coins 
of the World,” which appeared in 
The Numismatist during 1919, 1920, 
and 1921. 

We also agree that since the A.N.A. 
is an organization of numismatists 
and not a political organization there 
is entirely too much space devoted to 
the politicians within the organiza- 
tion. 

But we offer vehement disagree- 
ment to Mr. Fuller’s objection to the 
club reports. Who, indeed, cares “who 
read a paper on Indian Head cents 
which was well received, followed by 
refreshments at Podunk?” If that 
were all there were to the club 
reports, his objection would be 
well founded. But we have always 
believed that we learn nearly as much 
about coins from reading the displays 
in the club reports as we do from the 
majority of the rest of the contents 
of the magazine. Very often the club 
reports aid us in attributing an 
example of some obscure coinage we 
have, or lists some variety that we 
did not know existed. The club 
reports are an unbeatable source of 
information concerning the more out- 
standing freak coins. In the current 
issue we read of an individual’s dis- 
play of a double thick dollar, “the 
first double dollar ever struck by 
U.S.” Our first thought was “Why 
hasn’t H. Glickert acquired that 
piece?” We happen to be one of those 
individuals who are interested in coins 
even to the extent of being inter- 
ested in what the other person has, 
so we say by all means, keep the club 
reports, or at least the displays, in 
the contents. 

We also like the “What’s this” page 
idea, and we suspect that there are 
enough puzzlers in the hands of 
enough collectors to prevent there 
ever being a dearth of material for 
the page.

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NEWELL VISUAL EDUCATION COMMITTEE REPORT 

By GLENN B. SMEDLEY, Chairman 

The Edward T. Newell Visual Education Committee announces additional 
educational material that is now available to clubs affiliated with the A.N.A. 

One new set of slides — No. 10 — has been added to the nine sets described 
on page 632 of the June, 1951, Numismatist. This set is composed of color 
transparencies of the types of Confederate States of America Currency. These 
historically interesting notes of the Civil War are arranged and identified 
according to the book “Confederate Treasury Notes ” by Philip Chase and the 
“Standard Paper Money Catalogue” by Wayte Raymond. As with the other 
sets of slides, descriptive lecture notes accompany the slides. All slides are size 
2 by 2 and may be shown in any standard projector. Refer to the June Numis- 
matist for further information on obtaining this material. 

The Committee has also procured an automatic projector with a built-in 
screen for showing 2 by 2 slides to small groups. The unit was used for the 
first time at the Phoenix Convention and proved to be of considerable interest. 
Twenty-five slides are placed on an endless chain and shown one at a time as 
long as the projector is left in operation. Set up on a small table, the slides 
may be viewed by anyone who cares to stop and watch while relaxing. It is 
intended primarily for use at conventions and regional meetings of two or 
more days duration. . 

Another “first” at the Phoenix Convention was the playing of a tape 
recording of a network broadcast of an interview program describing the San 
Francisco Branch Mint. This half-hour program gives an excellent word 
picture of the mint and its operation. It is available to clubs that have access 
to a recorder for play-back. The tape is on a 7-inch reel and must be played 
at a speed of 7^ inches per second.

Book Remetus 

DAS MUENZWESEN MAGDEBURGS UNTER ERZBISHOF M WICH- 
MANN. (The Coinage of Magdeburg under Archbishop Wichmann, 1152-1192 
A.D.) By Professor Arthur Suhle. Magdeburg, 1950. This handsome book 
of 52 pages and 31 good plates has been issued by the city fathers of Magde- 
burg as part of a historical series delving into the interesting past of the 
city. While of special interest, it might give a beginner in the medieval series 
a chance to study one particular type completely, thus simplifying the some- 
times confusing task of understanding medieval brakteates. Professor Suhle, 
incidentally, teaches at Berlin University in the Russian sector, and this is the 
first numismatic publication we have seen emanate from the Eastern part of 
divided Germany. Obtainable through most of the Berlin coin dealers. — H.

GELD UND MUENZGESCHICHTE DER GRAFSCHAFT RAVENSBERG 
(Economic and monetary history of the Counts of Ravensberg.) By Ewald 
Stange. Muenster-Westphalia, 1951. In Germany today, there are three active 
spots of numismatic interest, Berlin with Hamburg and their museums, 
dealers, magazines and collectors, South Germany (Munich-Karlsruhe-Stutt- 
gart), and finally Westphalia where a lively numismatic society exists. Out 
of the latter circle comes this important book on the monetary machinations 
of the Ravensbergs who imitated, more or less within the law, all the good 
specie of contemporary Europe at a handsome profit to themselves, and a 
certain amount of benefit to the trade. A supplement discusses the necessity 
money of the city of Bielefeld. The work may be had from Dr. Busso Peuss, 
Schubert Strasse 1, Frankfurt-on-Main, and others. — H. W. HOLZER. 

CANADIAN BANKS AND BANK NOTES: A RECORD. By C. S. Howard. 
Republished from The Canadian Banker , 1951. 8vo. 48 pp. Illustrated. Price

This is one of the most interesting listings of Canadian banks and bank 
notes, both past and present, that has yet appeared and, as a collector’s aid it 
should prove highly useful. The history of banking in Canada is dealt with 
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in a brief but adequate manner. It is the individual banks and their various 
issues in which Mr. Howard is primarily interested and while no attempt has 
been made to list or illustrate all the denominations, the list is an extensive 
one. 

Over 100 notes are illustrated and though they have been reduced from 
actual size, the reproductions are unusually distinct. — S.M.

did manner in which the convention pro- 
ceedings and accommodations for guests 
were handled. 

Program Chairman, Dr. C. Glenn Cur- 
tis, introduced Herb Bergen as the 
speaker for the evening. The subject 
of his talk was “Overdates.” As a fore- 
word to the discussion of this subject, 
the speaker noted that overdates are 
one or the most interesting and fasci- 
nating specialties in United States coins. 
To form a collection of these coins re- 
quires the acquisition of less than 100 
specimens. On the face of it, this would 
seem relatively simple but the actual 
accomplishment will test a collector’s 
time and pocketbook to a much greater 
extent than expected. This series of 
coins contains a number of rarities 
which are offered for sale very infre- 
quently by those who possess them. 
Furthermore, to form a good collection 
of overdates, the coins must be in espe- 
cially well-preserved condition so that 
the overdate is plain and without ques- 
tion. 

The speaker also pointed out that 
the subject of overdates is one on which 
a collector can spend a great deal of 
time in study and research in order to 
classify the various varieties of over- 
dates depending upon the conditions 
under which they were issued. He listed 
12 different classifications wherein dif- 
ferent conditions for issuance of over- 
dates prevailed. He explained that there 
are few subjects in which there are more 
contradictions and exceptions to a rule. 
In the early years of American coinage, 
it could be said that overdates were 
issued as a matter of economy. In the 
later years, however, this rule cannot 
be applied with any degree of logic, 
a better explanation being that over- 
dates were more or less accidental and 
haphazard. Pointing to a chart which 
the speaker prepared, it was shown that 
five-sixths of all overdate coins were 
issued prior to 1830. They were issued 
only infrequently since that time but 
the practice has continued up until very 
recently when the 1942 over 41 dime 
was struck. 

Following his talk, the speaker showed 
an interesting series of photographic 
slides on which overdates were greatly 
magnified in order to show them more 
clearly. Credit for preparing these 
splendid photographs was given to Dr. 
Curtis. 

Following the program, refreshments 
were served and then veteran auctioneer, 
Joe Steele, presided over an auction of 
coins submitted bv members.
